Whatever public build- 
ing you enter your cane, umbrella or j 
-whatever you may have that would make 
a good hammer is taken from you aud 
checked, and at the Congressional library 
and Corcoran. Art gallery you arc watch- 
ed very closely lest you might get an op- 
portunity to use your heels. These two 
places are particularly eaticiug to the 
vandal, with all their statuary and carv- 
ed marble. 


Unfortunately the Washington monu- 


ment has not been so well guarded, con- 
sequently it is badly scarred by the dep- 
redations of tho souvenir fiends. Inside 
it is very dim in spots, the light being 
supplied by^ an occasional incandescent 
lamp, along the stairway. It is in this 
atmosphere that vandalism flourishes. 
Like white squares amid the blacks of a 
Luge checkerboard stand the memorial 
slabs presented by the stales in the "Un- 
ion at the time of the monument's erec- 
tion and by the societies and organiza- 
tions of the country wishing their names 
to me immortalized at the national capi- 
tal. 
There are more than 150 of these, 


aud many of them are in a distressful 


" condition of mutilation. Missing heads, 


arms, legs and drapery from tho stat- 
uary bear eloquent witness to the appre- 
ciation of visitors who wore so favorably 
impressed with the monument that they 
couldn't tear themselves away without 
taking something with them to remember 
it by. Just exactly what value, real or 
sentimental, the left ear lobe of the god- 
dess ot prosperity, for instance, can have 
for any person is hard for a sane, man to 
understand. Somebody got it, however. 


Most of the slabs presented by the 


states bear simply names and dates in 
large, bold letters that defy umbrellas 
and the like, and these remain untouched 
save by pencils that mark their owners' 
names, only to have their traces washed 
off on the next cleaning day. But of the 
delicate carving there ia little left. 
The 


handsomest slab, though one of the small- 
est, measuring 3 by 5 feet, is that pre- 
sented by the American. Medical associa- 
tion, representing a group of the fathers 
of medicine. It is about midway up tho 
monument, about where climbers rest, 
aud about four feet from the floor, « 
convenient reach.

The souvenir hunters did it. 


Not far away is a large slab occupying 
the center of one wall for a height of six 
feet. 
In its present condition it would 


do for a puzzle picture. Before the en- 
thusiastic tourists got at it -with thch 
umbrellas and canes it represented a fire 
engine of the old type. A volunteer five 
department of some city presented it, 
Probably the name of the city is in some 
old record. It isn't on the slab. Once i' 
was there, but the souvenir sharks got it 
One thing that they haven't got is tht 
fine .carving: of a pelican, the symbol o 
the state of Louisiana. 
The reason is 


that instead of being a bas-relief, the 
pelican is carved into the stone, intagli< 
fashion, and no predatory umbrella can 
dig this out, 


When most of the vandalism In the 


monument ocurred uo one knows, but I 
probably took place before the checking 
system was there compelling visitors to 
leave all potential implements of desti-uc 
tion before going up the monument 
Great protest against this order is made 
by the camera fiend, who generally wants 
to take a birdseye view of the city from 
the top of the monument.

Even in grown men and woni(»n occupa- 
tions requiring a one sided muscular ac- 
tion affect the vertebra! and therefore the 
shape of the spine.

Teachers have frequently to take the 


initiative in matters of school hygiene, 
especially when their pupils are from 
homes in crowded insanitary city tene- 
ments.

It IB in most cases preventable, and cases 
taken in hand early are usually checked 
by strict observance of hygienic meas- 
ures.—Youth's Companion.

For soiled spots in wall paper try rub: 


bing with dry cornmcal or stale bread.

Cheese may be kept from drying or 


molding by wrapping it in a thoroughly 
wrung cloth that has been dipped in \ in- 
CRar and then putting Jt into a paper 
bag, keeping it in ft cool place. 


An easy aud satisfactory way to re- 


move dust from a painted floor is to wet 
a tlanucl bag, wring it out ns dry as pos- 
sible, put it on the broom and drag it in 
even strokes over the floor. AH the dirt 
will in this way be collected in one place 
and can be easily taken up without leav- 
ing streaks of dust on the paint.

The question. Should ambidexterity be 


encouraged? is answered in thc negative 
by a writer in The American Journal of 
Insanity and upon the ground that, 
while coarse movements may be per- 
formed nearly as well by one half of the 
body as by the other, accurate and expert 
movements require a higher organization 
of one ,half of the brain than the other. 
Hence the more expert hand should be 
consciously still more and more special- 
ized. 
Making the ordinarily quiescent 


half of the brain assume control tends, it 
is paid, to impairment of mental proc- 
esses as well as inferiority of physiologic 
speed and dexterity. 


All ot which we deny, both fact and 


theory being untrue. 
The writer has 


doubtless been misled by observation ot 
the function of speech, which Is single 
and in execution requires the control of a 
single center. 
We have but one voice, 


but we have two hands, which in many 
cases at different instants may be put in 
action with the same dexterity. Many 
surgeons can operate equally well with 
either hand, many artists paint with ei- 
ther hand, and we have seen men who 
could write ns well with the one hand as 
with the other. 
The critic of ambidex- 


terity may reply that this is impossible 
with synchronous movements, forgetting 
that in the musician, and especially in 
the pianist nnd organist, there, is the 
most marvelous exportness of both hands 
executing most complicated and entirely 
different functions aad at the same in- 
t>tant. 


Tho arguments against ambidexterity 


appear not only inconclusive, but arc 
squarely contradicted by facts. 
Surely 


also they are against a desirable freedom 
of the mind. Without the musicians am- 
bidexterity life would be deprived of 
much charm. We should encourage "di- 
vided attention" and that large power of 
the mind over the body shoivn in the syn- 
chronous control of multiform activities.

Many persons would 
say at once that the "Odyssey" hardly de- 
serves inclusion in such a list, since from 
tho point of literature alone it is supposed 
to be inferior to the "Iliad," while from 
nny other point of view it would seem to 
be altogether out of place. 


These assertions, however, would be in- 


correct. In the first place, the "Odyssey" is 
In reality a liner piece of literature than 
the"Iliad,"ninl,in the second place,from it 
rather tlinu from the "Iliad" comes the 
great stream ot literary and semiphilo- 
sophical tradition which is traceable, in 
Virgil and the later Latin poets, in 
Dante, in Spenser and in Milton.

resenting supreme excellence, each al'tei 
its own kind, very likely half tho ppr-son? 
who happen to read the list will admit 
tUt- excellence, but will say that they 
want excellence of a different sort. 


For even the casual person has gen- 


erally some sort of mental bias or other. 
One has a taste for history, another for 
science, another for religious reading, an- 
other for fiction. Here is the sort of list 
that wise and good men usually make up 
when thpy are recommending books to 
other people: 


1. Tlie Itiblc. i. Dante's "Dhine Comedy." S. 


EliuUi'&pia'c'M jil.ijs. 4. Milton's "Paradise Lost." 
5. Plutarch's "Lues." 0. "Pilgrim's Progress." 


This is, of course, a perfectly prepos- 


terous list, and if a man had only those 
six books there would be at least three of 
them whose covers he would never open, 
except, perhaps, in pressing wild flowers. 
Suppose, however, we attempt to make a 
selection of six books all of which would 
be well worth any man's reading, uo mat- 
ter what his individual tastes might be. 
Here they are: 


1. The Dible. 2. Shakespeare's plays. 3. Buc- 


kle's "History of Civilization." 4. J. n. Green's 
"History of the English People." 5. Matthew Ai- 
nolil's Kisays. fl. Tuint'o "English Literature." 


That, I think, is a pretty good list. 


Yet, 
after all, the personal 
equation 


comes in so strongly ns to make one very 
cautious and the reverse of dogmatical in 
his selection. One thing, perhaps, is well 
worth noting. * 


I doubt whether any work of fiction 


should properly be included among the 
six books that might be chosen to last 
one all his life, for, while many works of 
fiction can be rend and reread with inter- 
est perhaps a score of times, they would 
almost certainly be exhausted sooner than 
books that are either religious, historical 
or philosophical. 


Nevertheless, assuming that a person 


cared for nothing except fiction nnd wish- 
ed to take into exile six volumes only, I 
should recommend the following: 


1. Scott's "Ivanhoe." 2. Balzac's "Woman of 


Thirty." ». Th«ckcriy'a "Pendonhls." 4. Flau- 
bert's "ifadamc .Bovary." 5. Dickens' "Martin 
Clmzzlewit." 0. Kipling's "Plain Tales From the 
Hills." 


Personally, If I were myself to be im- 


prisoned and to be required to gelect sis 
books which would have to be my only 
reading for the rest of .my life, I should 
select the following: 


X. The Bible. 
2. Bacon's Essays. 
3. J. R. 


Ciesn's "History ol the English People." i. Ten- 
nyson's Poems. 5. Buckle's "History of Civiliza- 
tion." 
a. George Moore'a "Confessions of a 


Young Han."

ing. Margaret, countess of Thanet, held 
the shrievalty 
of Westmoreland

Cumberland in the seventeenth century. 
Among the Harleian manuscripts men- 
tion is made of Margaret, countess of 
Richmond, mother to Henry VII, as a 
justice of the peace; also that a lady 
named Bartlett was made justice of the 
pence in Gloucertershire by Queen Mary. 
In Sussex a lady named Rouse sat on the 
bench at assizes and sessions among the 
other justices and was girded with a 
sword. In CfoUe's "Littletou" is another 
instance thut "Auue, countess of Pem- 
broke, served the office of high sheriff of 
Westmoreland, aud at tho assizes at 
Appleby sat in person with the judges on 
the bench."—London Chronicle.

facts. In the city of Fusau, in southern 
Korea, there lived a Korean wife of the 
upper though not noble class. She had 
been reached in her home, which»was her 
prison, by some young women missiona- 
ries. One uight, with the consent of her 
husband, they planned to take her to visit 
the Japanese settlement near by. This 
event took the place in her life that a trip 
abroad does with us. She said that for 
many years she had seeu nothing more 
than the roof of her husband's house. 


Now she had something to think of un- 


til she died. A Korean girl has no name. 
She is known as So-and-so's sister or So- 
and-so's mother when she becomes mar- 
ried and has a son. 
Her husband calls 


her by her son's name. A husband in Ko- 
rea is entitled to a divorce on the grounc 
of his wife's incompatibility with her 
mother-in-law. 
The • professions of sor- 


ceress, Buddhist nun and dancing gir 
seem the only avenues by which the Ko 
renn woman can escape bondage. 
Though 


in some cases the adoption of Christianity 
has led to a better state of affairs, yei 
the attempt at innovation seems alrnos 
hopelessr.—Ainslec's Magazine.

Philadelphia, Aug. 22.-By the' col-" 


lapse of u burning oil tank yesterday 
at the Atlantic- Refiaiug company's 
plant at Polut Breeze, where a fire has 
been raging since Holiday afternoon, 
about 100 persons— firemen, employees 
of the company uud spectators— were 
more or less severely burned. Most ol 
tlie cases were treated 001 the ground 
by ambulance surgeons, but a few ot 
them were considered sufficiently seri- 
ous to necessitate -tho removal of the 
victims to Hie hospital. 


It was shortly after 2 o'clock yester- 


day al'ternoou when the tank careened 
aud fell, the heavy iron sheathing sep- 
arating at the seams, precipitating 
great quantities of blazing petroleum 
into Passyuuk avenue. There was a 
wild stampede amoug the people iu the 
viciuitj, but many of them were badly 
burned by the fiery spray which fell 
amoner them. 


Dikes were hastily thrown up by the 


firemen and employees of the company, 
and the blazing fluid was confined to 
an area of about two blocks on 1'assy 
link aveuue. At one time It wab 
thought the flames would communicate 
with tin- purifying house of the United 
(Jas Improvement company, which 
l>> 


separated from the oil works by a va 
cant lot. The burning oil overflowed 
tin1 dikes to the lot, and only the most 
determined efforts saved the gas com 
pany'H property. Trenches were dug, 
arid eight lines of hose were kept con- 
stantly playing ou the purifying house. 
It is feared that other exploding or col- 
lapsing tanks may cause the oil to flood 
the trencher!, in which event It would 
be extremely difficult to save the gas 
works.

zine tunks. which nre tn imminent dun 
gtr. Lines of hose nre constant!) play- 
ing on The benzine tanks, but officials 
of the lire department express the fear

"Water For Baby. 


Many mothers are cruel to their babies 


without knowing it, by foolishly denying 
them water. 
Often babies are fretful 


because of the want of a drink. A child 
to be healthy must have water just the 
same as an adult. The system of the 
child, as well as that of the adult, re- 
quires less food in summer than in win- 
ter, for the reason that in the cold season 
a certain additional amount of food is 
required for the production of animal 
heat, the loss by radiation being much 
greater. In the summer, ou the contrary, 
perspiration is very active, and there is 
consequently an increased amount of wa- 
ter demanded. 
In the summer season, 


therefore, and particularly during very 
hot periods, the amount of food given 
should be diminished by one-third or one- 
fourth, and the difference in bulk be 
made up by adding water. Water should 
ah=o be allowed freely between feeding 
hours. If this rule were strictly followed, 
vt ry many cases of summer indigestion 
and diarrhea might be avoided.
